‘By personnel relationships, we mean any person th-t is in the employ of the CIA 
or receives funding from the CIA (witting or unwitting), and persons who (paid 
or unnaid, witting or unwitting) "provide the CIA with leads, make introductions 
for intelligence purposes, cccassionally write books and. other material for 
propaganda, purposes"; collect or disseminate information on a regular or non- 
regular basis, and engage in "spotting". and/or recruitment of foreign nationals 
who are students at Fairleigh Dickinson University. This category. would also 
include those activities that are unknown to us and not mentioned above... 


Personnel includes non-academic staff, research assistants, teaching assistants, 
‘graduate students, professors, undergraduate students, administrators, student 
athletes and coaches. ; 7. wipe eee 


By Fairleigh Dickinson University, we include our three major campuses: 
Teaneck, New Jersey; Rutherford, New Jersey; Madison, New Jersey. 


As the Act requires, we request a response within 10 working days. I would 
appreciate the fair and expedient handling of this matter.

Dear Mr. Medoff: 


This is in response to your request, comprised of your 
letters, one dated 5 February 1977 and the other postmarked 15 
June 1977. We have completed a thorough search of our records 
and the results are set forth below. 


Our searches surfaced some material which originated 
with the National Security Agency, and it has been referred 
to them for their review and direct response to you. 


Any additional records, if they exist, which would 
be responsive to your request and which reveal any CIA connection 
with or interest in matters relating to those set forth in 
your request and, indeed, any data that might reveal the 
existence of any such additional records would be duly classified 
under criteria set forth in Executive Order 11652. Accordingly, 
and pursuant to the authority of exemption (b) (1) of the 
Freedom of Information Act, this is to advise that this Agency - 
will not grant access to any additional records that may 
exist which might be responsive to your request. By this 
answer, we are neither denying nor confirming that any such 
additional records exist. 

It has been determined further that the fact of the 
existence or non-existence of such additional records, if any, 
would relate to information pertaining to intelligence sources 
and methods which the Director of Central Intelligence has 
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the responsibility to protect from unauthorized disclosure in 
accordance with section 102 (d)(3) of the National Security 

Act of 1947 and section 6 of the Central Intelligence Agency 

of 1949. Accordingly, such additional records, if any, would be 
denied pursuant to exemption (b)(3) of the Freedom of Information 
Act. 


Finally, it has also been determined that if any 
additional relevant records or documents did exist, their dis- 
closure would jeopardize the privacy of any individuals 
identified therein, and the release of such additional records 
or documents is exempted under provisions of subsection (b) (6) 
of the Freedom of Information Act. 


The above determination was made by Mr. Harold G. 
Bean, Assistant for Information, Administration Directorate. 


As specified in the Freedom of Information Act, I am 
advising you of your right to appeal these decisions by addressing 
your appeal to the CIA ‘Information Review Committee, via the 
undersigned. 


. The applicability of the Freedom of Information Act 
subsections cited earlier is explained as follows: 


(b)(1) applies to material which is properly 
classified pursuant to Section 1 of Executive Order 
11652 and is exempt under Section 5(B) of the same 
Order: 


(b) (3) applies to the Director's statutory obli- 
gations to protect from disclosure intelligence sources 
and methods, as well as the organization, functions, 
names, official titles, salaries or numbers of personnel 
employed by the Agency, in accord with the National . 
Security Act of 1947 and the CIA Act of 1949, respect- 
ively; and 


(b) (6) applies to information release of which 
would constitute an unwarranted invasion of the personal 
privacy of other individuals. 
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Please be advised that we have received a number of 
requests Similar to yours and I have determined that it was in 
the public interest to process it under the provisions of the 
Freedom of Information Act. We are therefore waiving all fees.
